The advance publication of the pres- 


ident's message is a subject of no small 
interest here. In several instances por- 
tions of Lincoln's messages were pub 
lished, and the matter was attempted to 
be investigated by the judiciary com- 
mittee ol the house. When it became 
known that the inquiry would be likely 
to lead to a good deal of scandal con- 
nected with the ladies of the White 
House, it came to a very abrupt termi- 
nation by the president going to the 
Capitol himself and directing that the' 
investigation be suspended. 


The next instance was in the time of 


"Andy" Johnson, when, through the ob- 
livious condition of his son Dick.a copy 
of the meswge was handed to a corre- 
spondent to read over and see what he 
thought of it. The correspondent took 
advantage of the opportunity and had 
stenographic copy made, returned the 
manuscript and pronounced it an excel- 
lent message. The next morning the 
president was considerably astonished 
when he found it in print. 


President Grant's military methods 


were too much for the ingenuity of the 
Washington correspondents, and in no 
instance did the text of his messages 
appear before their submission to con- 
gress, except what he gave to one or 
two confidential friends or a correspond- 
ent 
It was the custom of the General 


when he had completed his message, to 
take his private secretaries, Pruden, 
Sniffin and Luokey—into one of the 
most remote parts of the Executive 
Mansion, and there set them to work to 
make six manifold copies for the use of 
the press, which, when finished, were 
taken by the president, placed in an en- 
velope and held until the committee of 
congresi reported the two houses or- 
ganized. 
He then submitted the man- 


uscript Jcopies for the use of the two 
houses, and upon the return of Private 
Secretaries Generals Porter or Babcoek, 
he authorized the disposing of the lix 
manifold copies. 


While Mr. Boutwell was secretary of 


the treasury, on one occasion his annual 
report was made public in advance of 
its transmission to congress. An inves- 
tigation showed conclusively that it had 
been given out by his private secretary. 
He was immediately dismissed and 
placed upon the black list, and subse- 
quently died in thig city in absolute 
poverty, as the punishment of breach 
of faith to his superior. The present 
Administration seems to have been very 
unfortunate with respect to the prema- 
ture publication of the 
president's

Bear had received letters from one W 
W Haines, offering to give one-half of the 
reward in ose Wilson wag arrested by 
any one here. The reward offered by Gov 
St John WM $300, and by Harvey county 
$150~maklng a total of *450. Nothing 
more was heard of the matter until seve- 
ral weeki ago, iwhen Odor and Edwards 
received a letter from Gov St John, stat- 
»K that he had $800 reward money ready 
to pay to proper parties, and that he 
would hold it for two weeks. Thereupon 
the letters sent to Mr Bear by Haines,(and 
the affidavits of the constables, setting 
forth their claims, were eent to the gov- 
ernor, and also copies of the letters and 
similar affidavits to the authorities of 
Harvey count;. After another long wait 
came the following letter from the gover- 
nor of Kansas, which shows that he has 
wholly disregarded the claims and rights 
of our officials.
